In Odessa Sunday was passed in 
comparative quiet.. Estimates of the 
casualties there from the beginning 
of the present troubles until Satur- 
day night numbered 3,500 to 5,750 
killed and 12,000 or more wounded.

ried.”’ 
Then said the pastor: ‘That explains 
why your boys have gone to sea. One 
after another has been fired with the 
grandeur of sea life under its inspira- 
tion.” 

I do not know that this was the proper 
solution, but certainly I do know some- 
thing of the influence of a picture in 
shaping the character of the young. Take 
these miserable cartoons, show pictures, 
and cigarette pictures that flood the 
country today! God only Knows how 
many a boy and girl has been forever 
ruined by suggestion they have conveyed.

Bad books also must be considered 
here. We cannot be too careful about 
the literature that we are furnishing our 
children.

First, said Dr. Hood, it is a» remem- 
brance service, and in participating in it 
every Christian should bring to reverent 
memory the life and death of Jesus 
Christ, who said in instituting it, ‘‘This 
do in remembrance of Me.’ It is also a 
time for reconsecration, and those who 
partake of the bread and wine that sym- 
bolize the body of Christ should, in so 
doing, review the past, ask forgiveness 
of sins committed and renew their vows 
of faitnfulness to God and the church. 

In conclusion the speaker called atten- 
tion to Christ’s words when He passed 
the wine to His apoftles, “Drink all ye 
of it,’’ and said that this occasion, more 
than any other, is one upon which all 
Christians should meet upon common 


fellowship with every barrier removed, 
each remembering Christ's death, recon- 
secrating himself to His service, testify- 
fing’ to his love for Christ and renewing 
his vows of faithfulness.

He, 
tried to reply to me in a sort of silly, |

him to debate the moral of the situation | 
has, it seems, forever hushed the matter 
up. 

“Now, I have no fight with Tom Dixon 
personally. We have ever been fast 
friends from college days up, but I do 
declare that he has gotten clean ‘below 
the belt’ in his show business. His whole 
show is a disgrace to southern manhood 
ang womanhood. To claim that it is nec- | 
essary today for him to go girating about 
over the south, stirring up such passions 
of hell, to keep the races apart and thus | 
prevent, what he imagines, an impending | 
amalgamation of the whites and blacks | 
into one race of mixed bloods, is a Slan- | 
der of the white people of the south— | 
a slander so vile. especially coming from a | 
man who is posing as the friend of the 
south, that I cannot find words sufficient- 
ly strong to denounce it. 

“I deny that the south needs a traveling 
troup of masked men and women, from 
God knows where and what, to keep our 
men chivalrous, Our women pure, and 
our children free from the blood of blacks.

COTTON. 


New York, November 5.—I take this 
method of replying to numerous tele- 
graphic inquiries implying the anticipa- 
tlon of a bullish circular from me. I 
have not changed my attitude with re- 
gard to the cotton market. Current 
prices are already at: about the same 
level as in July last, when I first ad- 
vised the sale of cotton; ang the crop 
outlook since that time has undoubtedly 
greatly improved. The distant positions 
are selling at about the average price 
(11.75) obtained for the ten million bale 
crop Of 1903-4, which succeeded anq in- 
tensified an unparalleled cotton famine. 
With a surplus of approximately 2,000,000 
bales left over from last year’s “produc- 
tion,’”’ T cannot bring myself to believe 
that, however small this year’s ‘crop,’ 
substantial profit wil] in the end be real- 
ized by those who are now buying fu- 
tures on speculation and paying ga pre- 
mium for the distant positions. which is 
the equivalent of 120 points per annum. 
The existence of such a premium is a 
denial of any present scarcity, and al- 
ready the effect of high prices upon con- 
sumption is becoming apparent. Spin- 
ners takings of American cotton during 
the past three weeks have decreased in 
the aggregate 190.000 bales, or at the 
rate of 1,500,000 bales per annum, while 
sales Of East India cotton in Liverpool 
during the past weék have been double 
what they were qa vear ago. My forecast 
of the quantity of cotton ginned up to 
the 
about 5;600,000 bales. I think it exceed- 
ingly doubtful whether this is as much 
as 50 per cene of the crop. In 1903, the 
season which it is claimed the present 
most closely parallels, 50 per cent of the 
crop had not been ginned up to the Ist 
of November. And the Southern Cotton 
Association, in its circular gf October 
3ist, estimates that only 20 per cent of 
the crop had been ginned in the state of 
up to the 2Ist of October.

Answer—Horses that come from Ten- 
nessee to Georgia are not any more sub- 
ject to strangles (distemper) than are 
horses from any other state. Strangles, 
commonly called distemper, is a disease 
peculiar to the horse, and very infectious, 
so much so that nearly all horses have 
the disease at a comparatively early 
age. Horses imported from Tennessee and 
other states north of us are usually kept 
from exposure or infection, and are also 
usually shipped here while still quite 
young. On the way, on board the cars 
and after arrival at large shipping points, 
like Atlanta, they are very apt to become 
exposed to horses that have the disease, 
or in stables that have become infected, 
and very readily take same. We 
often find a horse over six or seven 
years of age that has not had the stran- 
gies. One attack is all that the animal 
is likely to have, as such attacks ren- 
ders him immune.
